MORE PROMISES 

Even Premier Bennett is now convinced 
that the people of Canada cannot—or will not 
—submit longer to the deprivations, deflation 
and robbery they have suffered during the last 
four years under his premiership, and in meas- 
ure because of his policies and lack of policies. 
He is now, he says, all for reform. 

That makes it unanimous, or practically so. 
Outside a limited minority who have profited 
from the wreck of the nation, there cannot be 
many Canadiatis who are not for reform, 
prompt and drastic. 

That the Premier admits his Government to 
have been an absolute failure in the matter of 
dealing effectively with the major factors which 
produced the welter of distress, pleads forgive- 
ness for the broken promises of 1930, and says 
he will usher in a new and happy order of 
things if the voters will trust him once more, 
are fruits meet for repentance, even at this 
eleventh hour. On the failure of the Govern- 
ment to meet the situation, or make any dis- 
coverable attempt to meet it, the public will 
agree with some enthusiasm. 

On the kind of “reform” Mr. Bennett will 
propose to parliament, there may of course be a 
wide difference of opinion. Change is not 
necessarily reform. Any alteration in policy 
or methods may be called reform, even though 
the change be a still wider application of the 
arbitrary and restrictive measures which have 
so effectively contributed to spread stagnation, 
misery and despair across the Dominion during 
these four years of horror. 

What the Premier has to do at this time, 
if he is to win back the popular confidence he 
threw to the winds, is to convince the public 
that the particular measures he now intends to 
offer are based on understanding of the root 
causes of the depression, and calculated to 
neutralize these forces in so far as that can be 
done by adjustments of national policy and 
administrative methods. 

There has as yet been no indication of any 
such understanding at Ottawa, and equally no 
attempt to apply even conservative methods

There are two examples of fair play and 
tolerance in commercial matters now occupying 
the people of Quebec. One is a request for 
legislation to prevent farmers from outisde the 
province selling any ,of their farm produce in 
the public market places of Quebec. The gov- 
ernment of Mr. Taschereau has not yet indi- 
cated what it will do with the request. 


The other episode concerns the rice millers 
of Quebec. Rice, as is well known, is an im- 
ported article of food. Most of it finds its way 
into Canada from across the Pacific to Canadian 
ports. On December 3 last the two transcon- 
tinental railways put into effect a new low 
freight rate on rice from the rice mills at Van- 
couver to enable them to compete at points in 
central Canada supplied by the rice mills at 
Montreal. 


Did Quebec applaud this act of fair play? 
By no means. An application was immediately 
launched by the Montreal rice millers, asking 
that the new rate on rice from Pritish Colum- 
bia be disallowed, and a new freight tariff on 
rice ordered, high enough to keep British 
Columbia rice out of the central Canadian mar- 
ket. 

This is an attempt of the rice milling in- 
dustry in Quebec to achieve by means of a 
freight tariff what it would be illegal to effect 
by a trade tariff. It was not referred to by 
Premier Taschereau in his Montreal speech ap- 
pealing for tolerance and fair play for sweat- 
labor canned goods while they capture the 
market in British Columbia from home-pro- 
duced canned fruit and vegetables. 


It looks as if the B.C. people prefer their 
own canned fruit and vegetable industry which 
pays a fair price to the growers and fair wages 
to the cannery employees, to the canned ap- 
peals to tolerance and fair play of Premier 
Taschereau.

A Day in Canadian History 


—-o—

On this date, January 4, in ; a number of churches built about 


1760 King George II gave the site 
on which the first Anglican 
Church in Canada was erected. 

The record says that St. Paul's 
Church, Halifax, was erected “at 
the expense of the Crown by 
grants from His Majesty for that 
purpose, and also 
granted to His Majesty in this 
province for the use of govern- 
ment.” The pine and oak of 
which it was built were brought 
from Boston, then a part of the 
British dominions. Governor 
Cornwallis wrote that its plan 
was exactly the same as that of 
Marylebone chapel in London. 
Bishop John Inglis used to say 
that the same plans had been 
used for St. Peter's, Vere Street, 
Oxford Street, London, which 
was also built at the expense of 
government, the similarity of 
which has often been noted by 
parishioners of St. Paul's when 
visiting London. Probably with a 
view to economy the same or a 
nearly similar plan was used for 


by moneys | 


the middle of the 18th century at 
the expense of the government. 
The deed of endowment dated 
January 4, 1760, speaks of the 
king as “the royal founder.” 

Within the walls of St. Paul's 
the greatest naval and military 
heroes worshipped, and some of 
them lie buried within its sacred 
precincts. Beneath the church 
are twenty vaults, in which are 
interred Lieut. Governor Law- 
rence, 1760; Captain Evans of the 
Charleston, 1781; Baron Knip- 
hausen, a general in the British 
service, 1786; Baron de Seitz, a 
Hessian officer, 1782; Lord 
Charles Greville Montagu, a son 
of the Duke of Manchester, 1784; 
Governor Parr, 1791; Sir John 
Wentworth, Chief Justice Jona- 
than Belcher, Lieut. Governor 
George Stracey Smyth of New 
Brunswick, Chief Justice Bryan 
Finucane, 1785; Lieut. General 
Gardner, 1806; Hon. Richard J. 
Uniacke, 1830; Bishop Charles 
Inglis, 1816, and other <distingu- 
ished persons.

SOCIAL CREDIT STRATEGY 


Editor, Bulletin: I am glad to

ANSWEKR—The diet after the extraction of 
teeth must be necessarily simple. Probably the 
milk diet is the best one to use and I advise 
adding gelatin to the milk. The gelatin pro- 
vides the body with material to bring about a 
better blood coagulation which will help pre- 
vent bleeding. I also suggest that the patient 
fast for a few days before the teeth are ex- 
tracted to get a better clotting time. I advise 
that you have the dentist test the clotting time 
of the blood before the teeth are removed. If 
the clotting time is too long, the blood can be 
made to clot better through fasting and using 
gelatin. After removal of the teeth, use three 
quarts of milk each day, taking one ecight- 
ounce glass every hour and precede each milk 
feeding with one-half teaspoonful of lemon 
juice. Also use gelatin with the milk. If the

The general theory of money is 
not nearly as difficult as it has 
been the fashion to make out. 
The reason why ordinary voters 
have no opinions on it is not that 
it is difficult but that it is un- 
familiar. Our schools neglect it. 
Ordinary voters are denendeni 


for their political information 
upon the daily press. The daily 
press does not discuss these mat- 
ters, 

Yet, most fundamentally, our 
problem is one not for bankers, 
nor for politicians nor for jour- 
nalists, but for schoolmasters. 
Our troubles and _ absurdities 
come not from the wickedness of 
bankers but from the public's ut- 
ter lack of understanding of the 
way in which the world’s finan- 
cial machinery works. Now, if 
people, when they first learn 
history, learn a version of it in 
which the probiems of purchas- 
ing power and the movements of 
capital are not mentioned, there 
is little hope of a remedy. When, 
later in life, they come to hear 
the truth, they dismiss it as a 
paradox or, what is only less bad, 
accept it as a paradox, as an 
esoteric piece of knowledge 
which they are proud to know 
and of which they are a little 
proud to have others ignorant. 
If, on the other hand, from the 
student’s first contact with his- 
tory, the monetary factor is in- 
sistgd upon—not to the inclusion 
of other factors (that would be a 
remedy as bad as the disease)-— 
but firmly insisted upon, then

Quilting 
Is In For 
Revival 


Quilting may hardly be called, by 
even its more carnest devotees, a 
very exciting art. But at one time 
it stood as almost the only avenue 
escape for women into the land 
beauty. The Puritans in their 
austerity frowned (and enacted 
laws to back up their frowning) 
on any such wild indulgences as 
singing or the making of mince pies, 
and the only way that women had 
of indulging their artistic sense at 
all was in their flower gardens or 
the making of quilted articles. 

Quilting must have been one of 
the earliest of the crafts. 
months of the year the world was a 
cold and uncomfortable place, and 
then someone hit upon the idea that 
two pieces of material (fur prob- 
ably) attached together was much 
warmer than one. But who that per- 
son may have been or if the same 
idea was developed in many minds 
simultaneously, nobody knows. 
China had its beautiful quilted gar- 
ments and covers long centuries ago. 
Quilting was highly developed in 
the time of the Normans. And when 
gallant knights rode romentically 
out to battle encased in iron, tney 
wore quilted padding immediately 
underneath the armor. 

GIFT OF 23 QUILTS 

Tudor times found elaborate de- 
signs and materials for quilted 
articles, and seldom if ever has this 
again popular indoor sport reached 
a higher state of perfection than 
under the Henrys 
It brought warmth to both king and 
peasant, and Katherine Howard re- 
ceived 23 quilts at the time of her 
marriage to the marrying monarch 
Henry VIII. 

Both English and Dutch brought 
the idea of quilting to this side of 
the Atlantic. The practical worth 
of the craft is borne out by its con- 
tinued popularity in North America. 
And why not? Quilted curtains at 
the windows of cabins and shacks 
did noble service in keepng out 
chill winter. Quilted comforters 
piled high on beds lent 
warmth in making winter nights 
endurable. In more pretentious 
vellings many a damask curtain 
was lined with quilted silk. 

Canadian pioneer women valued 
their quilting skill, and with good 
rousehold linen found renewed life 
reason. Discarded clothing and 
worn after being stitched by the 
nd of a competent quilter.
